Pro po sed Fa rm 
Benefits Will 
Be Hig h Reco rd 


To ta l Amo unt o f Go v ernment 
Appro pria tio ns Depends 
Upo n the Vo te This 
Week. 


Washington, May 8 ( JP) — A 
senate v ote this week on an ad­ 
ditional $338,000,000 for farm 
benefits probably will determine 
whether total gov ernment ap­ 
propriations for the y ear start­ 
ing nex t Ju ly 1 will su rpass this 
y ear’s ex penditu res. 
The benefit fu nds are inclu d­ 
ed in a record-breaking $1,216,- 
000,000 bill for agricu ltu re de­ 
partm ent appropriations called 
u p for senate debate today . At 
the same time, a $7 7 0,000,000 
nav al su pply bill — largest in 
peacetime history — came before 
the Hou se. 
A su rv ey shows th at regu lar 
appropriation bills either enact­ 
ed or well on their way throu gh 
congress carry $57 2,899,7 88 more 
than the same measu re did this 
y ear. 
Two more regu lar su pply bills 
and nex t y ear’s relief program 
are still in the Hou se Appropri­ 
ations 
Committee. 
President 
Roosev elt has req u ested $i,7 63,- 
000,000 for v ariou s relief agen­ 
cies, against an aggregate of 
$2,163,000,000 
which 
congress 
v oted for relief in the cu rrent 
y ear. 
This potential sav ing in relief 
fu nds, howev er, wou ld be more 
than offset if the ex tra farm 
benefits are au thorized on top 
of the increases already v oted 
in other departmental fu nds. 
The Hou se approv ed $500,000,- 
000 for soil conserv ation pay ­ 
ments, bu t rejected proposal for 
a $250,000,000 “parity ” fu nd de­ 
signed to raise the fanners’ pu r­ 
chasing power. Then Senate ap­ 
propriations committee prompt- 
y recommended $225,000,000 for 
“parity ” pay ments as well as 
¡¡113,000,000 for crop su rplu s dis­ 
posal. 
Senator Ru ssell (D-Ga) floor 
manager for the bill, predicted 
;he Senate wou ld approv e the 
arger su m, which is adv ocated 
by a powerfu l coalition of sou th­ 
ern and western members. Then 
it wou ld go back to the Hou se 
for another v ote, and farm lead­ 
ers ex pressed belief th at approv ­ 
al wou ld be forthcoming. 
There was little opposition !n 
the Hou se to the nav al appro­ 
priation bill. Besides prov iding 
for regu lar nav y departm ent ac­ 
tiv ities, it wou ld perm it the start 
of constru ction on 23 warships,

Th ey stru ck again st crime 
in su btle an d dan gerou s form, in v olv in g both 
racketeers an d su pposedly respectable people of 
in flu en ce. Local ov erlords, said Mr. Dewey , dic­ 
tated th e selection of men for pu blic office. “Un ­ 
fit, ev en dan gerou s men , wh o th u s acqu ired h igh 
office,” h e said, “carried with th em in to position s 
of pu blic tru st th e morals of th eir spon sofs an d 
bosses.” 
Th u s New York faced a crisis, in v olv in g n ot 
on ly th e gan g’s crimin al activ ities, bu t a dis­ 
tru st by th e common man of th e political sy s­ 
tem u n der wh ich h e liv ed.

PROPOSED FARM 
BENEFITS WILL 
BE HIGH RECORD 


(Fro m Pa n e On e) 
inclu ding two 45 ,000-ton battle­ 
ships. Fu nds also wou ld be pro­ 
v ided for 500 modern fig hting 
planes and for constru ction work 
on fiv e air bases. 
Althou g h u nable to show any 
material sav ing s for the coming 
y ear, economy adv ocates took 
some slig ht satisfaction in the 
fact that in many cases recom­ 
mendations of the bu dg et bu ­ 
reau hav e been cu t. 
In some 
instances, howev er, these recom­ 
mendations were g reater than 
the fu nds v oted for the present 
y ear. 
The only two measu res actu al­ 
ly held below the cu rrent y ear’s 
fig u res are those carry ing fu nds 
for the District of Colu mbia and 
the u pkeep of cong ress itself. 
The District of Colu mbia bill 
carried $46,915 ,207 as it passed 
the Hou se, compared with $48 ,- 
366,05 2 for the cu rrent y ear. 
This doesn’t mean any sav ing s 
for tax pay ers ou tside the capital, 
howev er, becau se the federal 
g ov ernment contribu tes a lu mp 
su m of $5 ,000,000 annu ally to­ 
ward ru nning the District g ov ­ 
ernment, the balance coming 
from tax es collected locally . 
Fifteen to thirty million dol­ 
lars are ex pected to be sav ed 
nex t y ear as a resu lt of the 
President’s 
reorg anization 
of 
g ov ernment ag encies. The Hou se 
already has rejected a proposal 
to kill the first part of his pro­ 
g ram, which consequ ently will 
g o into effect Ju ne 24. 
The second portion of the 
plan, shifting bu reau s from one 
department to another, will be 
su bmitted to cong ress early this 
week. It will become effectiv e 
in 60 day s u nless disapprov ed by 
both chambers. 
Since this will be the last part 
of the reorg anization prog ram 
u ndertaken this y ear, indications 
are that Mr. Roosev elt believ es 
cong ress will be in session at 
least u ntil mid-Ju ly . Shou ld ad­ 
jou rnment come before the 60 
day s ex pire, the chang es cou ld 
not g o into effect u ntil the nex t 
session.
